Affidavit 

1. The declaration filed on 2/9/5 under 37 CFR 1.131 is 
sufficient to overcome the Fusco reference. 

2. The After Final Amendment filed on 2/9/5 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-17 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hamrick et al, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,466,653 in view of Luneau, U.S. Patent No. 
6,038,443 (hereinafter Luneau). 

Regarding claim 1, Hamrick discloses a method in a mobile 
wireless communication device (see column 13) , comprising: 
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receiving an incoming communication at the mobile wireless 
communication device during another communication in progress; 

providing an audible announcement at an audio output of the 
mobile wireless communication device based on information stored 
on the wireless communication device during the communication in 
progress , 

the audible announcement identifying a source of the 
communication received at the communication device (see unit 
40) . 

With further respect to claim 1, Hamrick fails to teach the 
information is audio information. Nonetheless Luneau discloses 
this limitation (columns 7-8) . For this reason it would have 
been apparent to one of common ability in the field to rework 
Hamrick with the names database of Luneau. This modification 
would have improved the convenience of Hamrick by allowing users 
to manually record names as suggested by Luneau (column 8) .
